Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Kevin McGoff proposed to change in the specification "graphics" 
back to "patterns", delete the language in the claims "to create a layout image in a computer for presentation of the 
image to a user", and to argue the amended claims are statutory under State Street. The examiner agreed to enter an 
amendment that changes in the specification "graphics" back to "patterns" and that deletes in the claims "to create a 
layout image in a computer for presentation of the image to a user" since this would be reducing the issues for appeal. 
We also discussed the "at least one circuit for;" of claims 32 and 33. Kevin McGoff stated a circuit is formed of circuits 
and Examiner Brier stated "at least one circuit for;" can be a series of circuits performing the steps in sequence or 
parallel circuits with each performing the claimed steps in parallel with each other. Kevin McGoff will argue this portion 
of the 1 12 rejection rather than amending this aspect of claims 32 and 33. We also briefly discussed Kurosawa 
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
